the credit of the Town, negotiable notes therefore, 
said notes to be repaid during the current municipal 
year, from taxes collected within the current munici- 
pal year.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE 
WARDEN & DISTRICT CHIEF 


During this past year, the public has shown a great 
deal of cooperation in the prevention of fires. We wish 
to express our thanks for a job well done. 

Your forest fire warden’s job would be easier if 
everyone understood the State laws that govern the 
kindling of outdoor fires, a synopsis of these laws 
follow. 


FIRE PERMITS 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or 
near woodland anytime the ground is not covered with 
snow. This includes household waste burning, even if 
in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash as well 
as brush burning (SUCH BURNING IS RESTRICT- 
ED BY REGULATION TO BE PRIOR TO 9:00 A.M. 
and AFTER 5:00 P.M.). 

An Air Pollution regulation forbids the burning of 
household waste in towns where such rubbish is col- 
lected by the town. 


EXCEPTIONS 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed under 
normal conditions with permission of the District 
Fire Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden 

Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own 
property with permission of the Fire Warden. On an- 
others’ property with written permission of the land- 
owner and permission of the Fire Warden. The War- 
den can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Per- 
mits for cooking fires in the White Mountain National 
Forest can be obtained from the Laconia Office or at 
the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in pub- 
lic camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been 
built for this purpose.

Our educational program at the Monroe Consoli- 
dated Elementary is functioning very well. The curri- 
culum is being readjusted constantly to keep up with 
the demands of our ever-changing society. 


The 1971-1972 school budget being presented by the 
Monroe School Board shows an increase of $12,356.18 
in our gross spending. Actually, the budget totals for 
our local school balance each other out and the in- 
crease is in tuition paid to other high school districts. 


Tuition charges have increased everywhere and in 
order to clear up any misunderstanding the following 
information is presented for your perusal: 


Oxbow grades 7-12—$1,300

Haverhill Cooperative grades 7- 8— 700 

grades 9-12— 900 
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Several programs of a small nature are functioning 

at this time and possibly should be brought to the 
attention of the public:

(2) We have one elementary student attend- 
ing the St. Johnsbury Community 
School on a regular basis. Tuition and 
transportation are subsidized by the 
Monroe School District.

OF SCHOOLS 


It is with great pleasure that I submit my first 
annual report as Assistant Superintendent of Schools. 

I assumed my present position on July 1, 1970. 
My main duties consist of general supervision of the 
elementary schools in the Union as well as helping to 
develop federally funded programs. 

During the first week in September the entire 
teaching staff of the Supervisory Union attended a 
two day workshop held at the Woodsville High 
School. The conference was keynoted by Deputy Com- 
missioner of Education Robert L. Brunelle and dealt 
with some of the newer methods, materials and ideas 
prevalent in education today. We hope to make this 
an annual activity, one which will serve as a stimulat- 
ing beginning to the school year. 

Periodic meetings are held with all Supervisory 
Union Elementary Principals. We discuss common 
problems, share information and suggest ways to im- 
prove the operation of our schools. Subjects discussed 
at these meetings include the New Hampshire mini- 
mum standards for elementary schools and the imple- 
mentation of those standards by the fall of 1972. We 
have discussed the need for written policies for each 
elementary school; in-service training for teachers; 
improved methods of teacher evaluation; more effi- 
cient use of standardized test results; curriculum im- 
provement, etc. 

May I take this opportunity to thank the adminis- 
tration, staff and board members of the Monroe 
School District for their fine cooperation.

Section 5, Chapter 2438, Laws of 1953 of the State of 
New Hampshire requires that school district annual 
reports show the total amount paid to the superin- 
tendent. 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is pro- 
rated on the basis of average daily membership in the 
schools for the previous school year ending June 30. 
The Superintendent of Supervisory Union #238, during 
1970-1971, will receive a salary of $17,000.00, which is 
made up as follows: $3,000.00 to be paid by the State 
Department of Education and $14,000.00 prorated 
among the several school districts. Allowance of 
$1,500.00 for travel within the Union is also prorated 
as stated above.
